Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ny  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the  year  1966. 
Included  in  the  Report  is  a  summary  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
work  carried  out  during  the  year,  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Tanner. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  B.  A.  Gale  on  the  1st  January,  as 
Technical.  Assistant,  many  more  routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out; 
in  fact  the  1965  figure  has  been  increased  by  fifty  per  cent. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid  1966,  showed  an  increase 
of  30  on  the  mid  1  965  estimate  and  263  on  the  census  population  of  1 961  . 


Undue  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  rates  for  vital  statistics 
as  the  numbers  being  dealt  with  are  very  small.  Two  stillbirths  and  two 
infant  deaths  this  year  have  raised  the  corresponding  rates  above  the 
national  average;  last  year  there  were  no  stillbirths  and  no  infant  deaths. 


The  area  comparability  factors  for  death  and  birth  rates  included  in 
this  report  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  They  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population 
differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In  addition  the  death 
comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area.  Y/hen  the  local  crude 
death  and  birth  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or 
with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  supply  and  distribute 
water  throughout  the  Borough.  The  Worgret  Waterworks  which  belonged 
previously  to  the  Council  obtains  its  supply  from  a  shallow  well  with 
a  high  iron  content.  Its  water  is  pumped  to  the  part  of  the  Borough 
south  of  the  railway  gates  and  east  of  Westport  House.  The  rest  of 
the  Borough  is  supplied  by  "Poole"  water  from  Sturminster  Marshall 
and/or  Corfe  Mullen.  The  water  from  Corfe  Mullen  is  softened  but 
that  from  Sturminster  Marshall  is  not.  Discolourisation  of  water  in 
parts  of  the  Borough  is  due  to  rust  deposited  in  the  pipes  in  the  past. 
In  an  endeavour  to  remove  these  deposits  the  Board  carried  out  a  series 
of  washing-out  operations  on  the  affected  sections  of  the  main.

Only  the  raw  water  from  Yforgret  had  any  plumbo-solvency  and  that 
was  corrected  during  the  iron  removal  process  continuously  applied  at 
the  pumping  station. 


Bactcriologic al  Examination 

Twentyseven  samples  of  the  raw  water  at  Worgret  were  taken  by  the 
Board's  Inspector,  25  of  which  were  placed  in  Class  I  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health's  bacteriological  classification.  One  sample  was  placed  in 
Class  II  and  one  in  Class  III.  The  Board's  Inspector  also  took  29 
samples  of  the  distributed  water,  all  these  were  placed  in  Class  I 
after  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  took  22  samples  from  consumers'  taps 
for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
in  Dorchester.  All  samples  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.

Eight  samples  of  water  from  the  swimming  bath  at  the  Secondary

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of 
a  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Sandford  in  conjunction  with  the 
Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  Council.  Tender  documents  were 
almost  ready  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  exisiting  sewerage  works  are  grossly  overloaded  and  proper 
purification  and  disposal  are  not  possible.  In  addition  the  Borough 
also  receives  sewage  from  some  60  dwellings  in  the  Bestwall  area  and 
some  70  -  80  dwellings  in  the  Carey  Road  area  together  with  a  small 
developing  industrial  site  in  the  Rural  District.

The  sewerage  system  consists  of  three  pumping  stations  situated 
at  South  Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport.  The  disposal  works 
is  situated  on  eight  acres  of  land  at  Sandford  Lane.  The  Carey 
Estate  is  pumped  into  Carey  Road  and  gravitates  to  the  Northport 
Pumping  Station.  The  new  Council  Estate  at  Sandford  Road  and 
adjoining  private  houses  is  pumped  into  Sandford  Road  and  gravitates 
to  the  Northport  Pumping  Station.

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  in  the  Borough  one  is  situated  on  the 
North  Causeway  and  the  lessee  is  permitted  to  station  tip  to  44  caravans 
including  20  residential;  the  other  is  situated  off  Sandford  Lane  near 
the  Railway  Hotel  and  is  licensed  for  8  caravans.  Both  sites  are 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960. 

The  larger  site  is  provided  with  a  sanitary  block,  is  drained  to  a  septic 
tank  and  filter,  and  is  regularly  emptied.  The  filter  is  in  the  process 
of  being  re-clinkered  and  repaired.  The  site  is  well  maintained. 

The  smaller  site  is  provided  with  all  main  services.  No  complaints  have 
been  received. 


Refuse^  Collection  and  Disposad 

The  Council  own  one  ,:Karrier”  Bantam  vehicle  and  one  Gibson 
Compression  vehicle.  House  and  trade  refuse  collections  are  made.  The 
collection  is  spread  over  three  days.  The  service  works  well  and  few 
complaints  are  received.  The  Council  will  collect  any  quantity  of  house 
refuse  aid  will  make  special  arrangements  for  collection  of  large  bulky 
household  articles.  No  charges  are  made  as  it  is  felt  that  these  would 
encourage  the  illegal  dumping  of  rubbish  elsewhere. 


Street  Cleansing 


The  main  streets  are  cleansed  and  swept  daily  and  the  minor  streets 
as  often  as  possible.  Extra  labour  will  become  a  necessity  very  soon  if 
a  regular  and  reasonable  cleansing  service  is  required  and  ratepayers  will 
expect  this.  Machines  immediately  come  to  mind  but  these  are  only 
economical  in  large  undertakings.  The  improvement  in  regard  to  litter 
in  the  main  shopping  streets  has  been  maintained. 
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Town  Walls 

Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  of  rubbish  being 
deposited  on  the  Town  Walls.  This  is  regrettable  especially  as  the 
Cornell  make  every  effort  -with  the  refuse  collection  service.  Much  of 
the  refuse  is  garden  refuse  and  the  Council  do  not  at  the  present  under¬ 
take  the  collection  of  this  waste.  Where  garden  refuse  is  put  in  the 
dustbin,  this  is  collected  free  of  charge  in  the  public  interest.  Some 
householders  have  very  small  gardens  and  find  difficulty  in  getting  rid 
of  garden  refuse. 

The  Council  have  now  the  voluntary  services  of  a  "Warden"  to  patrol 
the  Walls  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  reduce  the  amount  of  litter  to 
a  minimum. 


Public  Lavatories 

There  are  tv/o  conveniences  in  the  Borough  situated  at  Howards  Lane 
(men  and  women)  and  St.  John's  Hill  (men  only).  These  are  cleansed  daily 
and  the  Howards  Lane  convenience  is  -well  maintained.  The  St.  John's 

Hill  toilet  is  totally  inadequate  and  is  difficult  to  properly  maintain. 
During  the  summer  months  toilet  facilities  are  totally  inadequate  and 
conditions  acute.  The  Council  have  now  obtained  a  site  on  the  Quay  and 
drawings  are  being  prepared  for  a  new  block.  During  the  year  the 
Council  decided  to  remove  the  coin  operated  locks  from  the  existing 
toilets.  These  were  continually  being  jammed  and  defective  and  it  was 
felt  that  the  service  would  be  more  efficient  by  their  removal. 


Swimming  Baths 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  at  the  County  Modem 
School  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  Eight  samples  of  the  water  in  the 
swimr  ing  bath  were  taken  by  the  County  Council  Officials  and  examined 
bacteriologically.  Six  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  other 
two  suspicious  of  contamination  by  bacteria. 

Bathing  takes  place  in  the  River  Prome  near  the  Quay  during  the 
summer  months  and  also  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  River  Piddle  near  the 
No  th  Bridge.  Although  reports  of  analyses  of  samples  of  these  waters 
have  been  unsatisf actory  in  the  past,  no  evidence  of  disease  has  been 
attributed  to  swimming  in  these  rivers.  No  doubt  a  swimming  bath  for 
the  town  is  desirable,  but  this  amenity  will  have  to  be  placed  in  its 
correct  priority.

Petroleum  Regulations  and  Acts 

Twelve  licences  are  in  force  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit. 
Visits  are  made  to  the  premises  as  often  as  possible.  There  was  no 
cause  for  complaint.

Disinfestations  were  carried  out  regularly  at  River  House  to  combat 
cockroaches.  The  infestations  were  only  minor  but  these  were  kept 
under  observation.

All  milk  sold 
is  either  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  or  tuberculin 
tested  as  the  Borough  is  part  of  a  specified  area  under  Section  37  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act ,  1  955 .

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FEEVAU^TCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  gT^CTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliomyelitis 
or  enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Also  there  was  no  case  of  the  international  quarantinable  diseases, 
i.e.  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  typhus  and  relapsing 
fever. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  can  be 
attributed  to  the  effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children 
against  these  diseases.  Babies  are  immunised  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  (lockjaw)  in  the  first  six  months  of  life. 

A  reinforcing  dose  is  given  at  eighteen  months  and  again  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  tetanus  just  before  entering  school  at  five  years.  The 
quadruple  vaccine  which  includes  the  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine  combined 
with  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  vaccine  is  occasionally  used 
by  general  practitioners. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
that  age  who  are  likely  to  be  exposed  to  special  risk  of  infection. 

Almost  all  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  by  mouth  with  the  Sabin 
vaccine,  i.e.  a  modified  live  virus.  A  reinforcing  dose  is  given  to 
children  when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  performed  between 
twelve  months  and  twenty-four  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
as  being  the  safest  age  for  this  procedure.  The  multipressure  technique 
is  used. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Although  a  mild  disease  now  scarlet  fever  is  still  notifiable 
One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 


Measles 

19^6  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles,  four  cases  only  were 
notified. 


Tuberculosis 

There  was  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

At  five  years  old  school  entrants  were  tested  for  tuberculosis  by 
the  Heaf  skin  test.  Very  few  positives  are  found  and  no  positive 
child  was  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  This  testing  is  useful  as 
it  may  give  a  lead  to  a  relative  who  has  not  been  diagnosed  as  tuberculous . 
At  thirteen  years  of  age  school  children  are  re-tested  by  the  Heaf  test. 

If  still  negative  they  are  offered  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
with  B.C.G. 


Pood 


Two  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified.  The  persons 
affected  had  visited  Plymouth  on  a  coach  trip.  They  had  pork  pies  at 
a  cafe  on  the  way  back.  It  is  thought  that  these  may  have  been  the 
cause,  but  it  was  impossible  to  prove.
